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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alstead : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

TEACHERS 

We  were  fortunate  this  year  in  finding  it  necessary  to  en- 
gage only  one  new  teacher.  Miss  Irene  Lewis  took  Miss  Garey's 
place  in  the  Grammar  room  at  Alstead  Village.

BUILDINGS 

The  building  at  Alstead  Center  was  painted  with  two  coats 
of  white  paint  during  the  summer  of  1926.  The  front  hall  was 
covered  with  metal  sheathing,  painted  and  put  into  condition 
generally.  This  building  should  have  a  jacketed  stove  with 
ventilating  flue  and  a  chemical  toilet. 

I  wish  to  record  the  appreciation  which  I'm  sure  we  all  feel 
for  the  cooperation  of  the  Alstead  Center  people  toward  repair- 
ing this  school  house.  I  believe  they  contributed  about  $100 
last  year. 

The  Mica  Mine  school  building  at  the  time  it  was  originally 
built  was  covered  on  the  inside  with  wallboard  running  down 
to  the  mopboard  on  the  sides.     This  wallboard  had  become

badly  broken  and  during  the  summer  the  schoolroom  was 
sheathed  up  the  side  about  4  ft.  with  wood  and  varnished.  A 
number  of  other  minor  repairs  were  made  at  this  sehoolhouse. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  teacher  and  the  pupils  a  fine  flagpole 
has  been  raised  in  front  of  the  school  house. 

The  East  Alstead  school  house  had  a  number  of  minor  re- 
pairs attended  to  during  the  fall.  The  jacket  around  the  stove 
is  about  worn  out  and  should  be  replaced. 

The  Village  building  is  in  good  condition.  The  minor  re- 
pairs have  all  been  attended  to.  Although  the  building  is  wired 
for  electric  lights  there  are  no  adequate  fixtures  to  light  the 
classrooms  on  dark  days.  I  hope  standard  fixtures  may  be  in- 
stalled this  summer. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

The  seats  (and  desks)  at  East  Alstead,  Mica  Mine  and  Al- 
stead Center  are  about  worn  out.  We  have  managed  this  year 
by  using  the  seats  taken  from  the  Forristall  building  to  replace 
those  that  broke  down  completely.  I  recommend  that  next 
year  one  school  house  probably  the  one  at  Alstead  Center  be 
equipped  with  new  seats  using  the  old  ones  to  carry  us  through 
the  year  at  the  other  two  buildings. 

The  maps  in  practically  all  the  classrooms  are  old  and  out 
of  date.  Now  that  the  boundaries  of  the  different  countries 
are  fairly  permanent  I  hope  we  may  begin  to  purchase  good  sets 
of  maps  for  each  room. 

FORRISTALL 

Forristall  school  was  discontinued  this  year  and  the  chil- 
dren were  transported  to  Alstead  Village.  This  arrangement 
has  been  a  substantial  saving  of  money  for  the  district  and  has 
proven  highly  satisfactory  educationally.  The  children  have 
not  found  the  ride  to  and  from  school  to  be  an  undue  hardship 
and  they  have  had  the  advantage  of  better  classrooms.  Benches 
from  the  old  town  hall  which  had  been  stored  at  the  top  of  the 
Village  school  building  were  taken  to  Forristall  and  the  school 
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house  is  now  used  as  a  community  center  Avitli  church  services 
held  there  on  Sunday. 

HEALTH 

During  the  first  part  of  this  year  the  attendance  has  been 
particularly  poor  due  in  most  cases  to  sickness.  The  parents 
and  teachers  should  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  toward 
safeguarding'  the  health  of  the  children.  The  efforts  should  be 
made  not  only  to  keep  them  free  from  disease  but  also  to  estab- 
lish health  habits  and  impart  health  knowledge  so  that  the 
children  will  have  an  abundance  of  energy  and  vigor  which 
will  be  a  foundation  for  good  work  in  school. 

An  attempt  was  made  last  year  to  have  the  fouf  towns  in 
the  Walpole  Union  raise  money  to  employ  a  full  time  school 
nurse.  This  was  not  successful  due  to  a  technicality  which 
made  the  Walpole  vote  to  raise  $1,000  illegal.  The  $300  raised 
in  Alstead  is  being  used  this  year  to  employ  Miss  Edith  Foss, 
the  Charlestown  nurse.  Her  work  is  going  ahead  very  success- 
fully. I  invite  your  attention  to  her  partial  report  on  another 
page.  I  hope  that  all  four  towns  will  agree  at  the  coming  school 
meetings  to  employ  a  full  time  school  nurse  for  another  year. 

FUNDAMENTALS 

After  all  the  two  fundamentals  in  any  school  system  are 
first,  the  quality  of  instruction  and  second,  the  length  of  time 
the  children  receive  such  instruction.  I  believe  the  teachers 
this  year  are  in  general  doing  fine  work.  The  addition  of  an 
extra  week  to  our  school  year,  giving  the  children  37  weeks  in- 
stead of  36  is  a  big  step  ahead. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  coopera- 
tion all  have  given  the  Superintendent  this  year  toward  main- 
taining better  schools  in  Alstead.
